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INTRODUCTION 


THE NATIONAL IRIS GARDENS were established 
at Beaverton, Oregon, in 1910 by Howard Weed, a 
Landscape Architect from Chicago. Later his two 
sons, Wilbur and Thurlow Weed, joined him in the 
business but they are now officers in the Army for 
the duration. The garden is located on the Canyon 
Road, one mile east of Beaverton and five miles west 
of Portland. Some five thousand visitors view the 
gardens each year, mostly during the month of May 
when fifty thousand iris in a thousand varieties are in 
bloom. During June, July and August the Hemerocal- 
lis make a fine showing and again during September 
and October the fall blooming iris are in evidence. 


Here new and better varieties are being produced 
each year by hybridization, some thirty of them now 
being introduced. Of the thousand seedlings pro- 
duced each ‘year, but one to four are selected for in- 
troduction. Half of the others are discarded as soon 
as they bloom, the others being offered as selected 
seedlings the equal of many of the named varieties 
yet not distinctly different enough to be given a name. 


Each year we purchase the better varieties pro- 
duced by other hybridizers as we aim to have every 
worth-while variety. Also each year we discard the 
older varieties, for we wish our list to be absolutely 
up to date with the very best. We believe our list this 
year to be the largest of the very best varieties listed 


by any grower. We have some 300 varieties not here 
listed that are still under trial, some of which will be 
offered next year. We realize the difficulty our cus- 
tomers will have in selecting varieties to best suit 
them. Beginners will purchase only the less expen- 
sive varieties, but these will show them the beauty 
of these flowers and as they become Irisarians, they 
will apprecaite more and more the higher priced new 
varieties as being worth the prices asked. 


The Tall Bearded Iris are the best known and the 
most popular. They bloom during May and June and 
are from 30 to 60 inches tall. The Intermediate Iris 
bloom in April and are 16 to 30 inches in height. The 
Dwarf Iris are those growing to 16 inches and mostly 
used for rock gardens. 


Following the name of the iris in bold type, we give 
the name of the originator. Then follows the height in 
inches and the date of bloom: VE meaning very early; 
E denotes early; M midseason; ML midseason to late; 
L, late, and VL, very late. 


Standards are the three flower petals which rise 
upwards and the falls are the three petals which fall 
downward. Nearly all fall petals show a lighter color 
toward the haft which is the narrow bottom part and 
this portion is generally covered with a network of 
veining. The beard is the hairy portion in the center 
of the petal. 
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If you could but see our Iris in flower during the blooming season, you 
would want every variety which we describe and price in this booklet. 


OUR OWN ORIGINATIONS 
Our Jutreductions for 1944 


We have been cross hybridizing iris for the past 
thirty years, during which time we have named thirty 
varieties. A new variety must be different in some 
respect from any other, being larger, taller, a new 
color, or color combination different from any other 
variety now in commerce. There are too many varie- 
ties now in the trade which are much alike and our 
aim is to have only those which are distinct, hence 
each year we discard many of the poorer varieties. 
The newer varieties are necessarily higher in price 
than the older varieties owing to there being so few 
of them, but each year the prices are lowered as the 
supply increases. 


We are justly proud of our own originations, two— 
Icy Blue and Michelangelo—having been awarded 
Honorable Mention by the American Iris Society. 
Each year we pollinate several thousand plants and 
raise seedlings therefrom. But only a few of these 
plants are named and introduced as new varieties. 
Of these seedlings over half are discarded upon com- 
ing into bloom as not being worthy of being saved. 
The best of the others are sold as seedlings to cus- 
tomers who wish good blooms but do not care for 
their names. But when one comes to be an Irisarian, 
only the named varieties are desired and of these we 
have over a thousand, doubtless the largest number of 
best varieties of any grower. As our stock of the 
newer varieties have greatly increased, we are glad 
to be able to reduce our prices from year to year. 


NATIONAL WHITE. 46". EM. A fine large pure 
white with five flowers to the stalk. Of fine substance 
and well branched. We hesitated about introducing 
another white as there are so many whites now on 
the market, but owing to its fine branching we con- 
sider it superior to most of the other whites and thus 
well worthy of introduction. Having a fairly good 
number of plants we introduce it at only $10.00 


CHERRY RED. 34”. ML. A fine red bicolor. S. 
slightly open of medium rose, 2¥2 by 3” long; flaring 
F. of velvety cherry red slightly lighter at edges. Some 
red-brown veining on gold ground visible at hatft. 
Dark gold beard. Nine flowers on a well branched 
stalk. Especially beautiful and a different shade of 
red than any other variety. Some fragrance. $15.00 


MYSTIC SHRINE. 34”. ML. A fine copper-rose 
blend. Closed 8. 3" wide by 3%” long, slightly ruf- 
fled, of coppery lightly washed rose; down falling F. 
3” wide by 4” long, of gold ground at haft with lighter 
ground around beard at haft, short average appearing 
orange beard. Slightly fragrant. Good sized flowers 
on well branched stalks. This is a novel and distinct 
blend, completely different from all other varieties 
now in commerce. Fine substance. As we have a fair 
stock of this variety we price it at only $10.00

AMBER BEADS. ML; 40”. Golden amber. Open standards of 
medium yellow; down-falling falls of bronze-gold, washed brown, 
and occasionally flecked maroon; veining on light ground prom- 
inent around beard at haft; conspicuous golden orange beard. 
Slightly fragrant, large flowers on good stalks. The amber color 


is unique and different, attracting the eye for yards distant. 50c 


BEAUTY’S SHRINE. E; 36’. Pure white. Closed S. of white; semi- 
flaring falls of white, faintly tinged blue; fragrant gigantic flowers 
on well-branched stalks. $1.00 


BLENDED FEAUTY. ML; 40”. Yellow-rose blend. Closed standards 
of yellow-buff, washed and veined deep rose; conspicuous vein- 
ing on white ground at haft; average appearing gold beard. Large 
blossoms on perfectly branched and exceptionally heavy stalks. 
This splendid flower is considered to be a vastly superior variety 
cf the Mary Geddes color class. 40c 


BLUE SKYSCRAPER (Nat’l.) E; 50”. The outstanding characteristic 
of this lovely variety is its uniform height, placing it among the 
select group of very tallest iris. The stalks are particularly well- 
branched and bear quite large flowers whose S. are medium 
blue and whose F. are of the same color, but slightly tinged 
violet. The F. are semi-flaring with a beard of light gold. 50c 





BROWNGREY BLEND (Nat'l.) M; 44’. Brown and gray. Closed 
standards and semi-flaring falls of brown-gray, with some vein- 
ing on yellow ground seen at haft. Slightly fragrant, large flowers 
on good stalks. We consider this variety to be the peer of dark 
blends. 75c 


CLARET VELVET. EM; 32”. Wine red. Closed standards of dark 
maroon-red; very velvety, flaring falls of dark maroon-red, with 
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no veining whatever visible; inconspicuous burnt gold beard. 
Slightly fragrant, large flowers on short, well-branched stalks. 
This introduction is a deep, dark wine red self, the same color 
hue as a glass of claret wine. We never have s 
anywhere similar color shading. Rating 86. 


EVOLVED. M; 48”. Bronze-violet blend. Closed standards of 
bronze, suffused with violet; down-falling falls of light violet, 
edged bronze-brown; average appearing gold beard; brown vein- 
ing on amber ground conspicuous at haft. Slightly fragrant, large 
flowers on extra-good, tall stalks. $1.00 


FALL BEAUTY (Nat'l.) 34”. Violet-bronze-brown blend. Slightly open 
standards of bronze-brown, lightly washed violet; semi-flaring 
falls of violet-blue, edged bronze-brown; petals are slightly 
crinkled; short gold beard. Slightly fragrant, good-sized flowers 
on well-branched stalks. Fall Beauty is the MOST DEPENDABLE 
TWICE-BLOOMER in existence, as well as ranking among the 
outstanding beauties of the garden. $3.00 


FIREBRAND. VL; 42". Gold-red bicolor. Closed standards of dark 
gold-bronze, lightly washed red; very velvety, ruffled, down- 
falling falls of dark red, with no undertoning; red veining on 
prominent gold ground seen at haft; conspicuous bright orange 
beard. Strong, well-branched stalks bear seven large, non-fra- 
grant blossoms. This variety is particularly valuable because of 
its extreme lateness to bloom. $3.00 


FOREST AFLAME. (Nat'l.) VL; 35’. Standards closed; falls semi- 
flaring; inconspicuous orange beard; strong fragrance; size 
gigantic; extra well-branched stalks. This huge flower has stan- 
dards of bronze-brown, strongly suffused red, and falls of velvety 
chestnut red-brown. An excellent characteristic of this new orig- 
ination is its extreme lateness to bloom—flowering when nearly 
all other varieties have faded into memory. $1.50 
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GENERAL McARTHUR. VL; 36’. An enormous cream white self. 
One of the largest of all whites. Fragrant. S. closed, F. drooping. 
Gold veining and gold washing toward haft, broad gold beard. 
We place this new variety on the market with full assurance that 


it will prove to be the best late blooming variety of its color 
class. $15.00 


HALLOWE'EN NIGHT. 36’. A very distinct lemon yellow self with 
15 blossoms to the stalk beginning to bloom the last of September 
and continuing for six weeks. The tallest of all the twice bloomers, 
in fact the only one being three feet in height. One stalk makes a 
full bouquet by itself. $10.00 


ICY BLUE. E; 50”. Very light blue. Closed standards and flaring 
falls of very, very light blue; beard inconspicuous because of 
shortness. Slightly fragrant, gigantic flowers on tall, extra-good 
stalks. This one can not be classed as a bluish-white inasmuch 
as it is a pure very light blue and shows up as such even from a 
distance. It is the lightest blue-toned flower on the market, and 
as such it is a distinct and beautiful novelty. Rating 87. $2.50 


JULY BEAUTY. 36’. S. powder blue, F. light violet. Haft with 
violet markings on a white background. Beard light in front, 
changing to yellow in back. Very fine branching with six large 
blooms to stalk. Very fragrant. This variety is unique in that 
it does not come into bloom until the first of July and remains in 
bloom for six weeks, thus making it a distinct addition to any 
garden. $5.00 


LAVENDER AND OLD LACE. E; 38’. Lavender-violet. Slightly open 
standards of lavender-violet; slightly ruffled, down-falling falls of 
deeper lavender-violet, displaying amber veining on yellow 
ground at haft; conspicuous orange beard. Slightly fragrant, large 
blossoms on strong, well-branched stalks. $1.00 


MICHELANGELO. EM; 43’. Dove-gray. Slightly open standards 
and semi-flaring falls of dark vinaceous dove-gray, with brown 
veining on amber ground seen at haft; inconspicuous, short 
orange beard. Slightly fragrant, gigantic flowers on good stalks. 
This variety was given an Honorable Mention award by the 
Ametican Iris Society. 35c 


NATIONAL GIANT. M; 42”. Rose-violet. Closed standards of bronze- 
violet; rounded, down-falling falls of rose-violet, with violet vein- 
ing on conspicuous beard. The heavy, strong, well-branched 
stalks bear eight to ten slightly fragrant, gigantic blossoms. 
Petals are of extra-heavy substance and flowers last a long 


period, even in hot sunlight. $5.00 
NATIONAL PROSPERITY. M; 40". A very outstanding large violet 
blue. 50c 


NOONDAY SKY. EM; 40”. Lavender-blue. Closed standards of 
lavender-blue; semi-flaring falls of lavender-blue, with slight 
amount of maroon veining on white ground at haft; inconspicuous 
light-colored short beard. Substance of petals is excellent and 
flowers are long-lasting. Slightly fragrant, gigantic blossoms 
measuring 6"x7", on strong, well-branched stalks. $1.50 


ORANGE BRONZE. L; 34”. Orange-bronze. Closed standards and 
semi-flaring falls of iridescent orange-bronze, a hue which is most 
unusual, distinctive, and attractive; beard inconspicuous of same 
color. Falls are washed lighter around beard and veined darker 
throughout. Large flowers on good stalks, with plants producing 
very broad, deep green foliage. This variety is much more orange- 
toned than Naranja. $1.50 


OREGON SUNSHINE. E; 36". Light yellow. Slightly ruffled, closed 
standards of light yellow; slightly ruffled, semi-flaring falls of 
light yellow, with deeper green-gold veining seen at haft; aver- 
age appearing, short, gold beard. Petal substance is exception- 
ally good with no flopping of standards or flecking of falls. Slightly 
fragrant, gigantic flowers on extra-good stalks. This variety un- 
questionably is the finest light ylelow now available. $1.00 


PEARL LUSTRE. ML; 38". Cream-white. Closed standards of white; 
down-falling falls of white, tinged blue, and veined yellow at 
haft; average appearing gold beard. A planting makes a most 
appealing mass group—showing up as light cream. Plants do 


not throw up representative bloom-stalks until the second season.

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PINK IMPERIAL (Nat'l.) EM; 50’. Standards closed; falls down-fall- 


ing; beard inconspicuous. We believe this one to be the finest 
pink iris yet originated. There are never less than seven blossoms 
to a stem and stalks never grow less than 45” tall in our garden— 
often reaching 52”. Both standards and falls are self colored of 
light blush pink. Two-year-old clumps present a striking mass 
of this vivid coloring. $2.00 


PORCELAIN BEAUTY. M; 31". Cream-white. Closed standards of 


cream-white; down-falling falls of cream-white, with much gold 
veining at haft; conspicuous orange beard. Gigantic flowers on 
rather short stalks. Petals are the delightful shade of old porce- 
lain. This variety is the very best of the low-growing warm whites 
so greatly needed in front of the border. $1.00 


PRINCE AMBA. L; 48”. Yellow. Closed standards of pure medium 


yellow; down-falling falls of yellow, delicately veined dark rose 
throughout and heavily veined at haft; average appearing gold 
beard. Large flowers on extra-good stalks. It is unusually late 
to bloom, a factor adding to the variety’s desirability 75c 


RAIN OF FIRE. 34’. Light reddish-buff S.; semi-flaring F. of bright 


red, bearing short gold beard. Plants increase with unusual 
rapidity and throw up far more bloom stalks than the average 
sort. This variety starts blooming in early midseason and con- 
tinues over a long period. 50c 


ROSE-BRONZE BLEND. VL; 45’. Rose-bronze. Closed standards of 


bronze-brown, flushed rose; down-falling falls of rose, flushed 
blue at center and edged bronze-brown; red-brown veining on 
lighter ground seen at haft; average appearing, broad, burnt 
orange beard. Slightly fragrant, large blossoms on upright, well- 
branched stalks. This variety comes into bloom toward the ex- 
treme end of the bearded iris flowering season. $3.00° 


TAN DELIGHT. M; 40’. Buff-tan-violet blend. Closed standards of 


light buff-bronze; down-falling falls of buff-bronze, washed laven- 
der toward center and preminently veined at haft; conspicuous 
bright orange beard. Slightly fragrant, gigantic flowers on extra 
good stalks. Petal substance exceptionally good. Tan Delight is 
the outstanding buff-bronze iris on the market. $2.00 


THE RED BRICK (Nai’l.) ML; 31". Brick red. Closed standards of 


orange-red; rounded, down-falling falls of pure brick red, with 
red veining on amber ground seen at haft. Slightly fragrant, 
gigantic flowers on rather short stalks. 50c 


THURLOW WEED. 38”. A six petaled iris of distinction, the stan- 


dards and falls being open and not distinguished from each other. 
Cream white, heavily veined gold over entire upper half of petal. 
Slight vestige of gold beard on alternate petals—none on others. 
All six petals are identical and true falls, there being no stan- 
dards. Four to six style arms but no stamens whatever. Petals 
never bend far over or hang downward horizontally, but are 
slightly cup-shaped like a fly-catcher. 

All blossoms present the same six-petaled appearance. Stalks 
grow to 40 inches and bear seven or more flowers on a well- 
branched stem. Medium fragrance and late to bloom. The open 
appearance of the flower with one being able to see directly 
down into the center and view the style arms there is most un- 
usual and attractive. It is the most unusual of all iris and one of 
the most distinctive oddities of the horticultural world. $10.00 


VEINED BEAUTY. EM; 34”. Plicata. Closed standards of white, 


heavily veined and washed deep violet; slightly crinkled, down- 
falling falls of white, with the outer half inch at edge dotted and 
veined violet; inconspicuous light orange beard. 

This new origination is the heaviest lined and veined violet 
plicata we have seen. 75c 


WHITE PERFECTION. EM; 34’. White. Slightly open standards of 


white; semi-flaring falls of white, with yellow veining at haft; 
average appearing orange beard. Petals have very thick sub- 
stance. Eight or more, slightly fragrant, gigantic flowers on good

WONDERCHILD (Nat'l.) M; 37’. Dark violet. Closed standards of 


deep violet; velvety, down-falling falls of dark violet, edged 
lighter and with veining on white ground conspicuous at haft.

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TALL BEARDED IRIS 


These are the iris most generally known and by far the most pop- 
ular. During May and June, they form a riot of color in the garden. 
Name of iris is in large bold-face letters; name, or abbreviation of 
name of originator is enclosed in parenthesis. 


The following is an explanation of the terms used in our de- 
scriptions. By SELF is meant an iris with standards and falls of the 
same color and intensity. BICOLOR means the same color, but 
standards lighter. NEGLECTA is a purple bicolor. PLICATA has 
the petals sanded, veined or splashed with a deeper or different 
color. A VARIEGATA has yellow standards, with falls darker or 
heavily veined. An AMOENA has white standards, dark falls 
sometimes veined or margined. 


After the originating hybridizer’'s name appears the initial or 
initials which denotes the approximate time the variety blooms in 
relation to the entire iris flowering period: VE denotes ‘'very early”; 
E denotes “early’’; EM denotes ‘early to midseason’; M denotes 
“midseason’’; ML denotes ‘midseason to late’; L denotes ‘late’; 
and VL denotes ‘'very late’. 


Height of average bloom stalk is given in inches: 40’’ denotes 
that the variety produces bloom stalks growing approximately 40 
inches high. Height as well as flower size and number of flowers 
to a stalk varies with soil, cultivation, age of clump, and climate. 


Following the height description of certain varieties appears the 
letters H.M. which denote the variety has received an Honorable 
Mention award from the American Iris Society; A.M. which denotes 
the variety has received the higher Award of Merit; and Dykes 
Medal which denotes the iris was selected as the most outstanding 
variety of the year—such award being voted five years following 
the season of its commercial introduction. 


Standards are the three flower petals which rise upward; when 
they touch at top of dome, they are referred to as ‘'closed’’; when 
they fail to touch and there is a slight opening down through which 
the flower center may be seen, they are referred to as ‘slightly 
open’; and when they are extended quite far apart so center of 
flower may be fully seen, they are referred to as ‘’open”’. 


Falls are the three flower petals falling toward earth; when they 
grow approximately straight downward, they are referred to as 
“down-falling’; when they slant outward and downward at an 
angle, they are referred to as ‘'semi-flaring’’; and when they grow 
nearly straight outward horizontally, they are referred to as ‘‘flar-

Nearly all fall petals display a lighter color toward haft where 
petals joins balance of flower, and this portion generally is covered 
by a network of veining. Where this haft color and veining is par- 
ticularly noticeable, we have mentioned the fact in our descrip- 
tion; but where the haft color and veining is average in appearance 
and not a noticeable feature of the flower, we have omitted its 
mention. We also have called attention to the few varieties which 
display no haft marking or veining. 





The beard is the narrow band of short hair-like growths which 
grow from haft one-third to one-half way down the fall petal. Where 
the beard is average in appearance or inconspicuous, we have not 
mentioned it in our description. Where the beard is prominent and a 
conspicuous feature of the flower's appearance, we have stated 
such fact. 


There are over seven hundred varieties given in this catalog, 
the largest number listed by any grower. There is not a poor variety 
in the lot as we discard over fifty varieties each year as they are 
displaced by better ones. Unless you have become a real IRIS- 
ARIAN, you will not wish them all. So pick out varieties in the colors 
that you most desire that best suit your taste and pocket book. 
Early orders are best because the plants have a better chance to 
become established in your garden for blooming the following year, 
although those ordered later in the season will have the side shoots 
larger. Water the plants for the first few weeks after planting. 


Why not have a real iris garden of your own? You can easily 
make it the show place of your locality to which hundreds of flower 
lovers will delight to visit. We often have several hundred visitors 
a day, some coming great distances and feeling well repaid for 
their trip.

ORIENTAL POPPIES 


We are glad to list so great a number of fine pop- 
pies as herein given. Were they better known they 
would be planted in every home garden, for no other 
perennial flower is so popular when well known. 
Once planted they always bloom in late May and 
June and occasionally in later months. Place your 
order at the same time as with your iris or hemerocal- 
lis, but do not expect delivery until early September 
for they do not do well if transplanted earlier. The 
plants are shipped in damp moss and the roots should 
not be allowed to dry out. 


Poppies make excellent cut flowers when cut in the 
early morning or late evening, provided the ends of 
the stems are cut and burned over a gas fire immedi- 
ately after cutting. This burning both seals the stem 
and sterilizes the cut surface. Pick the flowers which 
have just opened or just unfolded and place in water 
immediately. Bouquets will last for a week when so 
treated. Unless otherwise stated each flower has six 
petals. Height is given in inches. 


Seed pods should be removed as soon as the petals 
have fallen and the entire stem cut back after it has 
turned brown.

These fine flowers are coming more and more into popularity for 
summer perennials. They grow well on most any soil and require 
little attention and can be planted any month of the year. They 
come in a great variety of colors, orange, gold, yellow, lemon, rose, 
red and copper. While any one flower on a stalk lasts but one 
day, there are as many as 30 flowers to a stalk, so that a single 
plant will often be in bloom for six weeks. By having several 
varieties blooming at different times, one may have a fine day lily 
garden in bloom from the first of May until October and in all 
colors except pure white and black. The foliage is a bright green 
from early spring to late frost. 

The roots should be planted about three inches deep, are free 
from insects or diseases and quite fragrant. In fact, no other flower 
is so easily grown which gives such satisfaction. This being the 
case, they should be planted in every garden and when once given 
a trial they are always considered satisfactory.

E ARE fortunate to have our iris 
gardens in the Pacific North- 
west where iris rhizomes grow 
to perfection. That iris rhizomes 
grown in this section are supe- 
rior to those grown in other 
Bans of the United States is a fact recognized 
by other commercial growers. Iris rhizomes 
grown in this Pacific Northwest section gen- 
erally throw up one or more bloom stalks the 
first spring after placement regardless of what 
state in which they may be planted. 


The iris rhizome pictured on this page is 
that of a root showing increase buds devel- 
oping a few months after replanting in a cus- 
tomer’s garden. These buds have just started 
to develop but have not attained the size pic- 
tured when the rhizomes are shipped from 
our gardens to our customers in the summer 
months. Not all rhizomes have the number 
of buds shown, but we always make sure at 
time of shipment that there are two or more 
such buds—for without increase buds, the 
rhizome will not flower the following spring. 

The Oregon climate is a mild one with 
plenty of moisture and a long growing season 
which enables the iris roots to grow and 
develop exceptionally well. But each winter 
we have a touch of snow and several weeks 
of freezing temperature which hardens the 
iris roots and freezes out the less hardy sorts. 
Oregon-grown iris are perfectly hardy—as 
hardy as those grown in the northern- most 
and eastern-most states. 

We are located on Canyon Road, a contin- 
vation of Jefferson street, 5 miles west of 
Portland's city hall. There is bus service every 
half hour; get off bus just beyond Nendel’'s 
station at Walker road and walk up hill on 
right. Our gardens are in full bloom through- 
out May and early June. 

Unfortunately, many flower lovers have 
obtained the erroneous impression that iris 
flowers are not particularly attractive and 
that the color range is limited. This impres- 
sion has been created in the minds of many 
because the only iris blossoms which they see 
in gardens are the older types which were in 
commerce prior to the great advance made 
through scientific breeding. Ninety-five per 
cent of the varieties which we offer were 
originated by hybridizers during the 1930's 

. they are. beautiful modern iris. Modern iris 
differ as greatly from the varieties in exist- 
ence during the 1920's or earlier as do the 
1944 qutomobiles differ from the ugly, top- 
heavy, inferior motor cars of that early period. 

Visitors to our gardens during blooming 
season invariably exclaim, "Why, these flow- 
ers are gorgeous! I didn’t know iris were so 
beautiful! Where did you get all the colors 
and color combinations?’’ Then some of them 
are bound to ask, '‘How do you get the plants 
to produce such tall bloom stalks bearing so 
many huge blossoms? Mine never do that!” 
It is with great difficulty that we convince 
them that the height, size, and number of 
blossoms is due to hereditary factors bred into 
the improved modern variety and not to spe- 
cial care. Hybridizers have bred for improve- 
ment in height, size, floriferousness, and color 
and they have achieved great success. 

These new improved varieties, incidentally, 
can only be obtained from commercial iris 
specialists like ourselves. Seed firms and gen- 
eral nurserymen almost invariably carry only 
the very old, out-moded, inferior, cheap sorts 
which iris specialists have long ago thrown 
on the junk heap. This spring we went 
through the catalogs of seed firms, nursery- 
men, and general perennial growers situated 
throughout the nation. We regretfully ob- 
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served that nearly all iris offered were the unattractive sorts we grew in our gardens 
during the First World War years and in the early 1920's. 

Seed firms, nurserymen, and small iris growers often tell prospective customers that 
iris should be purchased as near home as possible for: (1) the roots do not carry satis- 
factory; and (2) roots from another section will not grow and bloom so well. Both these 
statements are base, downright lies made for the purpose of discouraging the sending 
of mail orders to Oregon where both climate and soil happen to be particularly favorable 
for iris growth. We make shipments every year to Australia, China, England, South 
Africa and other far-away lands and customers there report receipt of the iris rhizomes 
in good condition. Needless to say, every state in the union is considerably closer than 
such countries; customers in the most distant state receive shipments within a week from 
time of mailing, and plants are as fresh then as they day they were dug. 


We have had a number of customers in New England and the Midwest write to us that 


our roots were larger, grew better, produced more increases, and threw up stronger 
bloom stalks than roots purchased from growers within a few miles of their home.
